1. SCOPE

1.1 Scope - This specification outlines the intercom/initempine features
required for the System Engineer (SE) and Assistant System Emgineer (ASE)

operating at the System Mai ntenance Mnitor Console (SMMC) in the Ar
Route Traffic Control Centers (ARTCQ). This specification is to be used to
| ease tel ecommunications services from the local telephone conpany to neet

the requirements contained herein. It is not to be used for procurenent of
equi prent.  The type of position equiprment which is to be installed in the
SMMC is specified in order to provide standard equi pment; i.e., the sane

type of position equi pment used at other positions in the ARTOC. Both the
300 Switching System and the Administrative/Miintenance Tel ephone System
(PBX) will be used in providing the required conmuni cation services to the
SMMC.

3. REQUI REMENTS

3.1 General -~ Communications service shall be provided to the two positions
at the SMMC. The capability provided shall be simlar to that provided to
the controllers and to the adm nistrative/naintenance positions by the 300
System and the PBX in each center. Mre details on the features and functions
to be provided are included in subsequent paragraphs. None of the require-
ments stated herein should be construed to inply a requirement for a new

i nterphone switching systemor a new PBX. The features and services required
for the SMMC positions are to be provided by the existing 300 System and the

exi sting PBX, supplenmented with additional equipnent necessary to meet the
new requirenents.

3.2 Contractor Furnished Services - The contractor shall design, fabricate,
deliver, install, test and maintain all equipnment required to provide the
communi cations services delineated herein for the SMMC.

3.3 Subscriber Features - The subscriber features described below shall be
provided to each position at the SMMC. The detailed characteristics of each

feature (e.g., status indications of |anps) shall be as described in the 300
Syst em Handbook 6530.2.

3.3.1 Direct Access (DA) - Direct Access is a feature used to seize a line
either for answering an incomng call or for originating a call. For each
line to be accessed (either override to a position on the 300 Systemor to

a line serving the 300 Systen), a pickup key will be required at both SMMC
positions.

3.3.2 Indirect Access (IA) - By dialing the appropriate code, any position
or any trunk into the 300 System may be accessed. Each of the two SKMC
positions shall have the capability to override any 300 System position or
gain access to any external trunk serving the 300 System However, it shall
be the Governnent's option as to whether each position will be able to
receive an inconming override connection. This is a wiring option of the
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
